In order to make possible the gigantic task of publishing Euler's Complete 
Works, which will consist of about 66 volumes, the Leonhabd Eulee Society 
has been formed. It is estimated that the publication will require about 15 
years. During this period members of this society are expected to contribute 
annually not less than 10 francs. In return they will receive annually a report 
concerning the state of the publication and, besides, copies of the various por- 
traits of Euler that are used in the publication. Not only mathematicians but 
all friends of science, learned societies, insurance companies and large indus- 
trial establishments dependent upon the mathematical sciences are invited to 
join, both to facilitate the publication and as a sign of recognition of the wide 
influence exerted by the scientific work of Euler.
